Von 
Bulow proved himself a worthy suc¬ 
cessor to, Bismarck; but It may not 
prove an eqty matter to select a suit¬ 
able successor to von Bulow. U seems 
to ,be a matter of considerable difficulty 
to reeonfle the Kaiser's conception' of 
his position and* the popular Ides of 
coruititutional. If n<>t precisely responsi¬ 
ble. government. If the Vlertna.n cab- 


tlon. may In time prove-that he Is 
worthy to wear the shoes of that great 
popular tribune, the igj* William 
Ewart Gladstone. Air. Ltoyd-Georg* 
Is not only a finished speaker. Inspiring 
aftd convincing, endowed with* the 
fiery temperament of the Celt, but he 
possesses an advantage which Mr 
Gladstone\tcked, the “saving grace of 
humor.”

But the time will come when the Ger¬ 
man people, among the leaders of the 
world's thought and action, will de¬ 
mand a change. If the sovereign be 
wise, whether that sovereign be 
WUbelm or his auccaaaor. he will yield 
with grace to the popular demanda It 
la impossible in these days of progress 
to sten> the tide of political evolution.
